The circulation of all but a very few 
ot the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to thé contents: If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adyer- 
tised preyiously, or if its feuilleton, con- 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily i he, is by some 
woll known author, the circulation wt-l 
run up 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort's 
memoirs, its circulation went up five- 
fold, although the price of the paper 
had been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone, 

The French press is much more con- 
centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not the pressof Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence, In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the saying that 
“Paris is France.’'—Chautauquan.

The staud pipe of the waterworks sy+- 
tem if completed, water haying been let in 
forthe first time on Tne-day, 4th inst.

Davis, the well known engineer and capi- 
talist, of Montreal, took over the contract 
which he lins performed in a eatisfactory 
manner, Mr, Davis, we may stute in pass- 
ing, built the first outside railway tank ever 
used in this country, being constructed at 
Point St. Charles for the Grand Trunk 
Railway He has thrice gone round the 
world, having been coosnlted by the Rus- 
sian and other governmeuts in keveral en 
gineering undertaking-, The tank ia built 
of steel and bas a capacity of 84,000 yal 
lons, It is thirty-five feet high, inside 
measurement, and ita diameter nineteen 
feet, 8ix inches. It rests on six steel pil- 
lars, each sixty-five feet in height, so that 
the total height i¢ about one hundred feet 
Its proportions are symmetrical and it is 
ornamental as well as useful, Being open 
below it ia not liable to damage by tires 
and olfera less resistance to the wind, those 
built on the old system as ia Belleyille, 
Napanee, etc., being often blown over when 
atruck by a cyclone, ‘The cost of thie fine 
stee! structure lo the towo ie only $3,600 
which, Mr. Davis states, ia really only a 
little above half cost. He would not build 
another like it for lesa than $6,000. The

A PARIS HOLOCAUST. 


Hundreds of People Burned to Death ata 
Bazaar. 

Faris, May 4.—Fire broke out at 4 
p.m. in a crowded charitable bazaar in 
the Rue Jean Goujon, at which the 
Duchess d’Uzes and other well-known 
patronesses were presenst. Many people 
were burned to death, and there was 6 
terrible panic, during which a large 
number of persons were injured. 

The bazaar in which the fire broke out 
was a temporary structure of wood. The 
flames were first discovered above the 
stall occupied by the Duchess d’Uzes, 
and while the place was densely crowded 
with well-known society people, the 
holding of the bazaar in tho cause of 
charity being an annual function, pre- 
sided over by the leaders of Parisian 
society. 

There was a wild rush for the exits 
and the weaker persons were trampled 
on, after having been knocked down in 
the stampede. 

The inflammable nature of the build- 
ing and its contents caused the flames 
to spread with great rapidity and ina 
very short time the bazaar was a mass of 
flames. 

The bodies of 80 victims of the con- 
flagration, mostly women, were after- 
wards recovered and laid out on the side- 
walk, where the corpses formed a ghastly 
spectacle. 

Many people are stil] missing, and it is 
feared they are buried in the ruins. 

THE CRY OF FIRE, 

The bazaar was in full swing, when 
suddenly, about four o'clock, the cry of 
fire arose in the quarter where the kine- 
matograph was being exhibited. One of 
the survivors tells the correspondent of 
the Associated Press his experience as 
follows: ‘‘The place was crammed full 
of people, and the heat was stifling. 
Being very uncomfortable my friends 
and I determined to leave, but, somehow, 
we could not make much headway 
through the throng toward the door. 
I lagged a little behind, when suddenly 
the shout of fire was raised. Instantly all 
was commotion. We tried to keep cool, 
but the rush from behind forced us for- 
ward,and we were separated. hen I tried 
to work my way back, but I was carried 
off my feet and carried backward and 
forward in the swaying crowd. Ali this 
happened in a few seconds. Immediately 
the full extent of the calamity dawned 
upon us all. The flames spread with 
startling rapidity through the whole 
which rumbled like a living 
furnace, but the uproar of the conflagra- 
tion could not drown the groans and 
cries of agonized crowd. Gradually I 
found myself pushed back against the 
wall, and, finally, succeedéd in scramb- 
ing through an opening made by some 
of those who were near by. Two seconds 
later I would have been a yictim, for 
hardly had I struggled through the hole 
before I heard a dreadful crash as the 
blazing roof fell in. The whole thing 
was over in tivelve minutes, and nothing 
remained but the charred and blackened 
ruins of the bazaar.’’ 

The dead were piled in heaps, espect- 
ally near the exit, where the charred re- 
mains were five feet deep. In some cases 
or'y the trunks remained, with no 
vestion of clothing on any of the baidiee

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SEEK ARMISTICE. 
TURKS WANT FIVE DAYS' RESPITE 
FROM FIGHTING. 


It Is Neported in Athens That the Adminin- 
tration is Seeking for the Intervention of 


the 


Werk. 


London, May 3%.—A special despatch 
from Athens announces that Edhem 
Pasha has sent an officer with a flag of 
truce to the Greek headquarters, asking 
for an armistice of flye days. 

Another despatch from Athens 
is again reported that Bulgarian trrega- 
Jars tothe number of about 200 men 
have crossed the frontier into Macedonia 

‘Lhe most important item of news In 
the despatches is the fact that Edhem 
Pasha, the successful Turkish general, 
has asked for a five days’ armistice, His 
troops have been incessantly pursuing 
the Greeks in Thessaly for many days, 
and are suffering from fatigue, and as 
the Greeks have been flecing before them 
for the same period, they are also in 
need of rest. 

For a successful general to ask for an 
armistice is unusual. But in this case the 
reason is not far to seek. The Turks 
have demonstrated their ability to defeat 
the Greeks. They have turned an ill- 
disciplined, maiserably-proyisioned, and 
hadly-commanded army into a rabble 
rout. They have driven them from thcir 
principal stronghold, and as the Sultan 
was warned that he would not be 
allowed to retain the places taken, there 
is no object tu be gained in further sacri- 
ficing life in making an assault on 
Pharsalos. The five days’ armistice, if 
granted, will afford the powers an op- 
portunity of dictating terms for bring- 
ing the war to an end. 

There is a strong disposition in the 
new Greek Cabinet, notwithstanding the 
report of the Ministers of War and 
Marine, who haye returned from the 
front, in fayor of continuing the strug- 
gle, to seek for intervention. An investi- 
gation shows that the army in Thessaly 
was absolutely unprepared for , the cam- 
paign. There was an insufficient supply 
of ammunition, the Commissariat De- 
partment was neglected, and no trenches 
were dug or fortifications raised. Ex-

In the ‘Lrue Story of Marco Polo,"’ 
which Noah Brooks tells én St. Nicholas, 
he thus quotes the great travelor’s account 
of his visit to Japan, or Chipangu. He

sOhipanga {s on island toward the east 
in the high seas, 1,600 miles distant from 
the continent, and a very great island 1 fa. 

The people are white, clyilized and well 
favored. They are idolaters and aro do- 
pendent on nobody. And I can tell you 
tho quantity of gold they have is ondless, 
for they find it in their owh islands, and 
the king docs not allow it to be exported. 
Moreover, few merchanta visit this coun- 
try, beouuse {t 1s so far from the mainland, 
and thus it comes to pasa that their gold 
is abundant beyond all measure. 

I will tell you # wonderful thing about 
tho palace of the lord of that island. You 
must know that he hath a great palace, 
which is entirely roofed with fine gold, 
just as our churches are roofed with lead, 
insomuch that it would scarcely be possi- 
blo to estimate its valuc, Moreover, all the 

payement of the palace and the floors of 
tho chambers aro entirely of gold, in 
plates, liko slabs of stone, a good two fin- 
gors thick, and the windows also are of 
gold, so that altogether tho richness of 
this palace is past all bounds and all be- 
lief. ‘hey have also pearls in abundance, 
which are of a rose color, but fine, big and 
round and quite as yaluable as the white 
ones. In this island some of the dead are 
buried and others are burned. When 
body is burned, thoy put one of these pearls 
in the mouth, for such is their custom. 
They haye also quantities of other precious 
stones. 

Kublal, the grand khan who now reign- 
eth, haying heard much of the immense 
wealth that was in this island, formed a 
plan to get possession of it.

It is customary to write the three in- 
itials M.S. A. below the name of the last 
drug mentioned in a prescription, These 
letters ure the abbreviation of the sen- 
tence, ‘‘Misce secundum artem,’’ which 
means ‘Mix according to art.’’ Certain 
explosives can be manipulated without 
danger, if the rules of chemistry are strict- 
ly adhered to, and it is the druggist’s busi- 
ness to remember that he is responsible for 
any accident which may result from his 
ignorance. But the public is not prepared 
to believe that a single pharmacist would 
be found in St. Louis who would be sufli- 
ciently ignorant or careless to run the risk 
of blowing his own pl up. To gain in- 
formation the writer visited 40 drug stores. 

Each one was handed a prescription call- 
ing fora preparation which would haye 
blown to atoms half a dozen houses. 
Two druggists returned the prescription 
with thanks, and a third wanted to con- 
sult a chemist about it. The balance raised 
no objection, and had it not been for the 
interference of the customer, who explained 
the joke (?), there would have been several 
explosions in St, Louis. 

In the majority of cases the prescription 
was written in p ence of the druggist, 
The formula cither called for chromic acid 
dissolyed in glycerin or a preparation of 
tartaric acid, sugar and chlorate of potas- 
sium. 

The prescription fillers, when apprised 
of the great danger they had escaped, at- 
tempted to explain that they would have 
either changed the ingredients or discoy- 
ered the true nature of the compounds in 
time. This js doubtful, howeyer. A young 
drug clerk particularly was very emphati 
as he sald no one could teach him anything 
in chemistry. ‘The writer has had a great 
deal of experience In the laboratory, and, 
for that anatter, has published some im- 
portant chomical works. Therefore he 
knew that something could be taught to 
the young gentleman referred to, Within 
balfan hour he sent by a friend the fol- 
lowing formula: 

lodine, one drain, 

Turpentine, one ounce, 

As soon us the two ingredients came in 
contact in the mortar they took flre, to the 
great astonishment of the smart jack chem-

ROBBED THE G, T. R. 


The Station at Colborne Left Unguarded ts 
Broken Into. 

Colborne, Ont., May 4.—The G.T.R. 
station was broken into last night. On 
the first of May the general manager, in 
his attempt to curtail expenses, cut off 
the night operator, consequently the 
station is locked up against the travelling 
public and left alone. Entrance was ob- 
tained by breaking 1n the door of the 
ladies’ waiting-room, and from there the 
door was broken into the ticket office. 
The ticket box was pried open and rifled. 


In fact the whole place was generally 
ransaked, but 10 money was obtained. 
As yet the loss of tickets is unknown. 


No sympathy is felt here for the loss, as 
the public generally are very indignant 
with tho inconsiderate way the employes 
are being used.

The Alien Labor Clause in the British 
Columbia Mining Act Thrown Qut—No 
Female Suffrage. 

Victoria, B.C., May 6,—The Legisla- 
ture last night rejected the Alien Labor 
clause in the Provincial Mining Act pro- 
jected as retaliation for the famous 
Corliss amendment. It was also decided 
to deny the petition for female suffrage, 
which nine thousand women had hoped 
to obtain as significant of the celebration 
of the jubilee ye:

CHARGES OF TREACHERY. 


London, May I0.—Tbe Athens corres- 
pondent of the Times says:—“So great is 
the change in public sentiment that no op- 
position whatever is provoked by the de- 
cision to recall the army from Crete. 
King George, who was believed to be un- 
approachable on this subject, has finally 
yielded with good grace. 
~ «Phe Journal Akropolis publishes some 
startling revelations. It sent a correspond- 
ent to Pharealos to investigate the cause of 
the retreat from Larissa, and he was al- 
lowed to question the members of the dis 
missed staff, Without exception they de- 
nied that they bad refused to carry out the 
orders of the Cabi et, save on one occasion, 
when the Government wishel to remove 
some superior officers from their com- 
mands. The Ministers had, indeed, or- 
dered the army to remain on the defensive, 
but the etaft considered that a defensive 
yoaition would be most effectually secured 
i advancing to certain points, The offi 
cers positively denied giving the order for 
the general retreat from Mati and declared 
that they were pot responsible for the abor- 
tive attack on Menexe. They explained 
that the retreat began with wholesale de- 
eertions from the division of Col. May- 
romichalis; facing the Turkish position at 
Dereli, Then the panic spread; the staff 
was powerless to check it, and a reorgani 
zation to defend Larissa was impossible. 
M. Ralli came to headquarters during the 
night and begged the staff to save the army. 

“With reference to the retreat in Epirus 
the papers print the following extraordin: | 
ary telegram from Col, Botzari: 

‘Tt is a disgraceful slander to say that I 
ordered the retreat, My brigade hat ad 
vanced victoriously to the gates of Janina, 
Why it retreated ia a question for a court- 
martial to decide; and the guilty pa ties 
should be punished with death.”

Next to the ‘staff of life'’ itself, cheese 
holds tho highest place In universal esteem 
bs an article of food, ‘To recall the old 
Cheshire ‘‘chestnut,’’ we all like cheose, 
our brothers all like cheese, and wo may 
be fairly certain that if we had a number 
of additional brothers they would all like 
cheese too. 

Our remote ancestors seem to have 
“Hiked cheese’? as well as we do, for its 
manufacture is one of tho oldest in the 
world, 

Roquefort is perhaps now the only im- 
portant kind made from tho milk of shoep, 
but anciently it was not so. The vory 
word butter itself seems to show that cow's 
milk was not used for the purpose by the 
ancient Greeks at all events, as 16 means 
literally ox cheeese. 

They seemed to have made their cheese, 
as tho Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only, 

If it be true that only ghcep'’s milk was 
used for cheesemaking in primitive thines, 
then it is easy to explain why we do not 
find it among those domestic arts of which 
the ancient Egyptians haye left us such 
abundant pictorial ords, since we know 
that the Hyksos made ‘‘shepherds an abom- 

ination to the Egyptians.’"’ 

Cheesemaking must atone time haye 
been # very important industry among the 
Israclites, as one of the principal yalléys 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Moriah, was known in the time of 
Josephus as the Tyropeon, or Cheesemak- 
ers’ valley. . 
Nowadays cheese is almost entirely 
made from the ‘milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alono. The 
Roquefort does not owe its great excellence 
to its ovine origin, but to the splendid and 
natural cellarage—a Jabyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured, 
heir ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious ‘‘mold’’ or *‘must’’ can lodge 
there, 

At Mont d’Or, in France, a very good 
cheese is made of goats’ milk. 

Neufchatel calls up momories of the lake 
beneath the pine clud Jura, with the profile 
of Mont Blanc lying faraway on the south- 
ern horizon, like a dream of ethereal soulp- 
ture. Parmesan speaks of faurthor wander- 
ings past that horizon into the land of song 
and azure skies, Gruyere takes us up 
among the glories of the high Alps to the 
border of the ice and snow, where we listen 
to the tinkle of the cowbells, the everlasting 
song of the cicadas, and the occasional echo 
niusic of the native horn (c'quantec’time, 
si'v'plait, m’sieu’!—bah !' one wants to go 
home again), 

Perhaps the strong odor of cheese may 
haye, aecording to well known physiolog-, 
ical principles, a great deal to do with its 
power as 4 memory refresher. I can well 
remember my first introduction to that 
durian of caseous delicacies, the ‘petit 
Camembert." It brings no romantic as- 
soclutions beyond the pretty face of the 
damsel who seryed me, but the sm—, the 
st—, well, the perfume, now always sets 
before me every stick of furniture in the 
somewhat squalid room wherein the intro- 
duction took place, 

So do I remember my first tasting of 
Gruyere, more than 80 years ago, at the 
Schweizerhof in Basle. But I didn’t like 
it, and to this day I don't, 

‘ Gouda cheese recalls little of the pictur- 
esque, save to those who can find it in 
green flats dotted with magnified penny a 
box toys, and cows enveloped in Brob- 
dingnagian flannel waistcoats. But for 
me it brings to mind a drive in our own 
lake country, through the sleet of a wild 
winter night, and at the end welcome and 
warmth and soft lights, and my genial 
lrost—a very realization of ‘Father Christ- 
mas,’’ with flowing snow white beard and 
locks, and jolly, rubicund face, and alla 
retired ‘‘bagman’s’’ knowledge of good 
cheer, and, oh, such an ambrosia of a 
round of spiced beef, with—ye gods—such 
horseradish sauce, znade with such cream, 
and such ‘ar of whisky punch to was 
it down with! It was to the Datch cheese, 
which I then first ate, what the Swiss but- 
ter and honey were to my first Gruyere, 

‘To go back for a little to the antiquities 
of cheege—one thinks of the venerable old 
jokes connected therewith, of good King 
Arthur's serving men, ‘‘all of whom were 
thieves,’’ and how 
The Scotchman was burned in his usquebaug, 

The Englishman drowned in his ale, 

Aud the Welshman, 

who ‘‘made his mouth like a mousetrap” 
(perhaps he meant it for a ‘rabbit’ bur- 
row), 


was nearly choked by a monae, 
But he pulled—pullod—pulled it out by the tail. 

And this draws on the conundrum by 
the author of ‘‘Whore was Adam when 
——?'’ ete, ‘What comes after sweets?’’ 
Answer, ‘Chee * “And what comes aft- 
er cheese?’ Answer, ‘* Mouse.’’ 

So we step back into genuinely classical 
times and think of the pseudo-Homerio 
“Batrachomyomachia’’ (‘Battle of the 
Frogs and Mice'’), in which that valiant 
hero, ‘Dyrophagus, bears so distinguished 
& part 

‘Lyrophagus means literally ‘cheese cat- 
er,"’ and is the name given in the calendar 
to the fifth Sunday in Lent by the eastern 
church, probably to mark some degree in 
the severity of the Lenten fast, which is 
more stringently observed there than in 
the west. 

An abbreviation of the same word— 
namely, ‘‘tyro,"’ is familiar to us, mean- 
Ing ‘‘w beginner,’’ one who should not 
venture on ‘strong meat,’’ or attempt 
anything (relatively to perfect achieve 
ment) more diflicult than the mastication 
of choese, 

And this brings us to another venerable 
jest, which I disinter from the good old 
“Elegant Extracta:" 

Jack, outing rotten choose, did say, 

“Like Samson, I my thousands slay. 
“I vow,’ quoth Roger, ‘that you do, 
And With the solfaame weapon too."

HT OF BIRDS. 
Careful measurements by means of 
the cloud theodolites used by the obser- 
vers of the meteorological station at 
Blue Hill, in Milton, a few miles south 
of Boston, have shown that the obser- 
ved flocks of northwardgoing wild 
geese, this spring, were at an elevation 
of 960 feet above the sea level, and that 
the velocity of flight was 44.3 miles an 
hour, This also is about the height at 
which a flock of wild ducks flew, and 
their velocity was 47.8 miles an hour, 
These velociti nowhere near the 
speed with which wild duckshave been 
credited; for these swift birds have becn | 
said to fly ata rate exceeding 100 miles 
an hour. That ducks do, ai times, ex- 
ceed the rate noted py the Blue Hill 
observers seems very probable, but it 
is by no means certain that they ever 
fly at such a velocity as 100.8 m 
hour, as some observers have asse 
Just what velocity would be requis 
in aduck striking the heavy protecting 
glass of a lighthouse, to drive his bill 
down his throat, may be difficult prob- 
lem; but the fact itself has been noted, 
in the case of at least a number of one 
flock of ducks that had been flying 
southward on their autumnal migra- 
tion, and were picked up at the foot of 
the lighthouse tower on Anastatia is- 
land near St. Augustine in Florida. 
Sweeping on in the darknessof a cloudy 
night, the ducks had followed the in- 
sing beam from the light, and 
hed down upon the thick but clear 
glass wall with the effect: above men- 
tioned. Very likely a velocity of 60 
miles an hour would suffice to drive a 
duck’s bill down his throat; and it may 
be a question whether the ducks fly at 
amuch greater velocity than 60 to 70 
miles an hour, There are other mig- 
rating birds—notably the swallows— 
seem to fly at least as swiftly as the 
wild duck. As to elevation, it seems 
probeble that few n ting flocks, of 
any kind, travel at a greater height 
(except in going over mountains) than 
about 1,000 to 1,500 feet, The small- 
ness and indistinetness of high-flying 
flocks of geese, tingly so far up as 
almost to blend with the gray sky, and 
to vender their far cries almost inaud- 
ible, would all be produced if these 
large birds were flying at an elevation 
no greater than 1,500 to 1,800 feet,

The doctor who 
attended them notified the township 
authorities, but they failed to take the 
precautions enjoyed by law, such as 
placarding the house, and warning the 
people. Thus, neither Young nor oth- 
evs knewthat there was scarlet feverin 
the house, and went in and out freely. 
Young went so far as to help to nurse 
the children with the vesult that he 
took the germs of the disease home 
with him and communicated them to 
his own children. Four of them died 
of scarlet fever and now he is suing the 
township, His lawyers haye issued a 
writ on his behalf for $10,000 damages.”

CONVICTED OF MURDER. 


John Troy Found Guilty of Killing Angas 
MeLeod, 

Napanee, Ont., May 11.—The conyic- 
tion of John F. Troy for the murder of 
Angus McLeod on the 18th of September, 
1805, terminated to-day, when bis Lord- 
ab p Mr, Justice Robertson characterized 
t 


“as the most extraordinary case that 
ever came under his observation, The 
court was packed to suffocation, The 
prisoner said he was friendless, and 
wanted to plead guilty, but this his 
Lordship would not o nt to, and Mr, 
W. H. Perry was selected to defend 
him, 

Mr. W. R, Riddell, Crown prosecutor, 


in his opening address to the jury, said 
that away back in September, 1808, the 
town of Napanee was startled by the 
news that a prominent citizen had been 
shot down in cold blood {n his own 
home, Almost four years passed away, 
and it had become generally accepted 
that the McLeod murder would pass 
down as one of the mysterious ones 
which would not out, when it was all 
cleared up in a most remarkable manner. 
Some months ago a conyict confessed to 
the warden of the Kingston penitentiary 
that he it was who shot Angus MeLeod, 
The Attorney-General was notified, and 
he delegated Detective Rogers to enquire 
into the matter In «an interview with 
‘Troy the detective warned him that any 
statement made might be used against 
him, 

Four witnesses were called for the 
prosecution, Detective Rogers, who gave 
evidence of the prisoner's confession, Mrs. 
McLeod, widow of the murdered man; 
Dr, Leonard, who held the post-mortem; 
and Mr, Glynn, of Sarnia, who recog- 
nized the prisoner as the party he had 
sold a reyolyer to. 

The prisoner was placed in the box, 
when his testimony created a sensation, 
He said the confession made to Rogers 
was false in the main. He did not deny 
his guilt, but said that Hughes ard 
Penn were both with him at McLeod's 
house, When he entered the house he 
had no intention of committing murder, 
In reply to a question by the judge, he 
said it was the state of his health that 
induced him to make the confession. 
He grew quite eloquent in describing the 
tortures he endured while in solitary 
confinement In the penitentiary, 

Neither counsel for Crown nor defence 
addressed the jury. The learned judge 
said he would make a special report of 
the case to the Minister of Justice and 
the Attorney-General, and haye them 
pass upon it, 

The jury retired, and in a short while 
returned with a verdict of guilty. His 
Lordship reserved judgment until to-

STEAMER ON FIRE 


SIXTEEN BURNED OR SMOTHERED 
BETWEEN DECKS, 


The Warnitug Came Too Late—Cowardly 


Stokera Attempt to Seizo a Bont—Captain | 1 


and Crew Driven Back by the Flames— 


A Vassenger's Story of the Wire, 


New York, May 10.—Tho Mallory 
Line steamer Leona, which left her pier 
on Saturday, bound for Galyeston, put 
back, and arrived in port yesterday, six- 
teen persons haying perished. The dead 
Were steerage passengers on the steamer 
who succumbed in a terrible struggle 
during o fire which occurred off the 
Delaware capes at an early hour yester- 
day morning. 
‘Lhe horror of the story can hardly be 
detailed, Those who are dead were 
penned up below decks, and although 
frantic efforts were made by the officers 
to save them, the fire had such terrific 
headway before the danger was discoy- 
ered that all escape was cut off. 
Te steamer carried amongst her cargo 
many bales of cotton. It is not certain 
how the fire originated, but when it was 
discovered it burst forth with such fury 
that it was impossible to reach the steer- 
age, even when the steerage passengers 
apparently were unmindful of the danger 
or else the smoke and flames had not 
reached them, ‘he saloon passengers 
were first aroused and in such a manner 
as to occasion little alarm. When it 
became ipparent that the fire had cut off 
the steerage pasrengers, the captain and 
his _men poured great quantities of 
water down the ventilator and eight of 
the steerage passengers finally suc- 
cceded in making their escape. 

A TALE OF HORROR, 

Among the passengers were 8S. YV. 
Winslow, of Rutherford, N. J, On his 
return to this city late last night Mr. 
Winslow told the following graphic story 
of the fire *‘We left the pier at 8 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon with clear skies and 
beautiful weather. Sandy Hook was 
passed and the lights of the Jersey shore 
were still visible when we went to bed. 
By the time we passed Barnegat Light, 
at 10 o'clock, all the passengers were in 
bed. The passengers in the steearge had 
also retired to their bunks. 

“First Mate Wallace was pacing the 
bridge about 2 a4.m., when he thought 
he smelled smoke coming from the fore- 
castle. He went down forward to the 
companionway and opened the door of 
the steerage. There was a burst of flame 
which burnt his face. Wallace ran on 
deck and gaye the alarm of fire to the 


the steward anil have .all passengers 
awakened as quickly as possible, without 
creating any excitement. The steward 
did this in a quiet manner, going to 
each stateroom and waking the occu- 
pants, He said im calm tones there was 
a slight fire in the forward part of the 
ship and it might be advisable for the 
passengers to get their things together. 1t 
might be possible, he added, that the 
ship would eventually haye to be Aban- 
doned,

Orangeville, May 11.—Inspector Wil- 
liam Greer, of the Attorney-General’s 
Department yesterday swore out war- 
rants against William and Geprge 
Delaney, who now reside in Collingwood 
township, on a charge of of setting fire 
to their own buildings in 1894, while 
they were residents of Melancthon town- 
ship. William Delaney has been arrested, 
afid brought before a local magistrate. 
He was remanded for a week. George 
Delaney is still at large. 

The two Delaneys were -friends of 
Dave and Jim Ballard and the other 
leaders of the Melancthon fire conspir- 
acy, who are to be tried next week, At 
the coroner's inquest they gave evidence 
of & yery peculiar character, and have 
been under suryeillance ever since. At 
the time the offence is alleged to haye 
been committed they lived near Corbet- 
ton, the headquarters of the Ballard 
gang.

“There was no excitement among the 
saloon passengers.

“Captain Wilder rushed on deck at the 
first alarm, clad only in an undershirt 
and trousers. He assumed command, 
and at once ordered the crew to rescue 
the steerage passengers. On the same 
deck with the steerage, on the port side 
of the ship, a large quantity of cotton 
bagging was stored, separated from the 
steerage passengers by 4 board partition. 
The main deck was almost completely 
filled with freight, cutting off all exit 
from the steerage to the after-part of the 
ship. f i 
i The only way out from the steerage 
was up the forward companionway, The 
crew, on the captuin’s orders, rushed for 
the companionway and tried to descend, 
They were driven back by dense volumes 
of smoke and flames quickly followed. 
The smoke and flames also came up 
through the ventilators and it was ap- 
parent to all who were on deck that 
below decks was o roaring furnace. 

“Then {it dawned on the officers and 
crew that the unfortunates in the steer- 
age were probably burning to death. 
Captain Wilder saw his crew driven back 
from the companionway and the realiza- 
tion of the horror below made him 
desperate. He rushed to the stairs and 
boldly attempted to go below. He dd 
not get down more than half a dozen 
steps when the inereasing clouds of 
smoke and flames shooting up around 
him drove him back on deck, 

“Only a slight wind was blowing, 
from the southward, that carried the 
volume of smoke aft oyer the full length 
of the ship and enveloped her in 
shroud of choking black smoke, until 
| the captain gave orders to change the 
course completely, so that the smoke 
would be blown over the bow. The speed 
of the ship was first slackened, then the 
order was given to keep her up bare 
steerage way. I stood in the lee of the 
pilot house watching the officers and 
crew making futile efforts to reach the 
steerage. The horror of the situation was 
at first paralyzing, It seemed as though 
the men and women wkom I had seen go 
into steerage the day before were being 
cremated beneath my feet. 

“The deck was getting blistering hot. 
The flames were creeping higher and 
higher, through ever outlet from beneath 
the deck, ‘Che pouring of water down the 
conpanionway and through the yentila- 
tors had no effect save to drive up the 
smoke in great puffs and cause angry 
spurts of flre to dart menuacingly into the 
faces of the Then. 

“During the excitement of the first 
halt hour we did not know that anyone 
had gotten out of the steerage alive, but 
later we found in the cabin eight of 
thom who had managed to get out.

against the walls all around them, and tho 
only light that reaches the place comes 
through the dirty panes of glass in the 
door and from a flickering goslight in the 
rear of the place,

the other day, The man sitting on the 
floor near to the door looked as if he might 
be'the boss, 

“What are you doing hero?" asked the 
visitor, 

“Waste pape,’’ was the laconic response. 

This was encouraging, but still rather 
indefinite, 

“Oh, you buy and sell waste paper?’’ 
ventured the inquirer. 

*Yes,’’ replicd the Italian, who by this 
time was gaining assurance, seeing that 

the visitor wore no brass buttons or health 
dopartiment badge. 

“Woll, whero do you get all this stuff?” 

“Bigga build’ all around,’’ roplicd the 
merchant, with a sweep of his hand. 

A glance at the piles of scrap paper on 
the floor supplemented this explanation to 
a wonderful extent, There were letter- 
heads of well known law firms, crumplod 
and torn legal documents and circulars 
and pamphlets without number, A few 
miles of ticker tape tangled up with the 
rest made up the mess which this thrifty 
m@rohant had collected from the “bigga 
build’ all around,'’ and was now engaged 

in sorting with his several assistants. 

The big piles have to be gone over al- 

. most piece by piece before they are salable. 
The white lotter paper is putin this basket, 
“the brown paper in that one, Here is a 
pile of trimmings from book bindery, 
and oyer thore is the resting place of part 
of the circulation of every newpaper in 
town. This last named pile is almost 
Worthless, for since the manfacture of 
news paper froni wood pulp has been per- 
fected old newspapers haye little or no 
value. 

Some idea of the size of this waste paper 
business may be gathered from the fact 
that one of the down town office buildings, 
which has no nowspaper office in itto swell 
its output, has from 400 to 500 pounds of 
these scraps to dispose of each week. The 
dealer in City Hall plact has no monopoly 
of the trade, but does perhaps a little more 
than his share. ‘The janitors and agents 
of buildings are only too glad to dispose of 
their waste paper in this businesslike and 
systematic way. 

It can hardly be said that the sale of 
waste paper isa source of revenue sufli- 
cient to cause sleeplessnessamong the own- 
ers of the big buildings, yet it makes a 
small addition to the carnings of the jan- 
itor which is yery acceptable. The insur- 
ance companies, morcoyer, haye clauses in 
their policies forbidding the accumulation 
of waste paper, and are yery strict as to 
their enforcement, 

It is seldom that anything of value is 
found in the waste paper, One might sup- 
pose that pens, knives, or possibly money 
and checks, might be picked ontof tho 
contents of hundreds of business men’s 
waste basckts, but such is not the case,— 
New York Tribune.

THE TOMATO IN ITALY.

It Is Popular With All Classes In King 
Humbert’s Realm, 

In every home and cottage in Italy the 
preserving of tomatoes is carried on, Ter- 
races, balconies and even the flat roofs of 
the houses are half covered with plates 
containing the deep red substance. After 
gathering, the tomatoes intended for pre- 
serving ore spread out for some hours in 
the sun till the skin has somewhat shrunk. 
They are then passed through a sieve so 
that they may be freed from both seeds and 
skins. Ags they contain a large proportion 
of water, the substance Which has been 
passed through the sieve must be hung in 
bags, from which the water exudes, and 
s00n a pool of dirty looking water is form- 
ed beneath eath bag. Strange to say, it is 
in no way tinged with re 

The mixture which remains in the bags 
has the consistency of a very thick paste. 
It is then salted, the proportion being a 
little less than one ounce af salt toa pound 
of preserve, ‘ho process now requires that 
it shall be spread on flat plates, exposed to 
the sun and stirred from time to time 
with a wooden spoon, so that the upper 
part may not form a crust, while under- 
neath it remains soft. It is a ploturesque 
sight when the women are to be seen flit- 
ting about on the roofs and terraces, at- 
tending to the deep red preserve, their col- 
gred handkerchiefs flung on their heads to 
screen them from the rays of the burning 
sun when it is at its flercest. In the eyen- 
ing the contents of the various plates ure 
taken in and stirred up together, for if 
moistened by the night dew the whole 
would he spoiled, After being exposed to 
the sun for seven or oight days, the sume 
process being repeated each day, the pre- 
serye is finished and placed in jars for win- 
ter use. 

‘Though it is used by all classes of per- 
sons, it is more necessary to the poor than 
to the rich, for the latter can make use of 
the fresh tomatoes preserved in tins. To- 
matoes may be tinned whole, as we know 
from those usually imported into England 
from America. But in Italy the fruit is 
usually passed through a sieye, the pulp 
being then placed in tins, which are im- 
mediately soldered down and then put in 
boiling water for five minutes, The cost 
of. a small tin is half a franc, so it is, asa 
rule, beyond the means of the poor. —Cham- 
bers’ Journal. 


Sleep. 

The composure of mind which it Is de- 
sirable to secure as a harbinger of slecp is 
promoted by allowing time, before retir- 
ing to rest, for tho subsidence of all en- 
forced mental activity. There should be at 
least an hour's interval between work, no 
matter what it.may be, and sleep, for if 
work be pushed up to the last moment, 
sleep will be driven away, or will be, in its 
first and most precious stages, broken and 
unrefreshing. To turn resolutely. from 
work at a fixed hour and plunge for a lit- 
tle time into a novel or & newspaper, a 
game or music, will often make all the 
difference between a bad and a good 
night’s rest. Position when in bed isa 
yery important factor in the production of 
sleep. Englishmen traveling on the conti- 
nent are sometimes puzzled and distressed 
by insomnia, until they discover that their 
bodies, propped by enormous, square pil- 
lows, are ata much greater angle to the 
plane of the bed than that in which they 
are accustomed to repose at home. 

The substitution of a small pillow for 
the large one soon disposes of their wake- 
fulness, And so with children, The posi- 
tion in which they are placed when put to 
bed should be carefully attended to, as 
nightly yariations in this may at least 
postpone the adyent of sleep, which is so 
essential to the welfare of the growing 
brains. Very little things serve sometimes 
to induce sleep. Thus, the mere turning 
of a pillow and the application of its cold 
surface to the head and face will, on occa- 
f , proye the turning point Ina struggle 
with sleeplessness. —New York Ledger.

Each of 
the half dozen theaters that line the Bow 
ery between Cooper Union and Chatham 
square discharges at the midnight hour a 
large, if not talented, company of trayel- 
ing actors. Vaudeville and melodrama 
are tho accepted forms of amusement 
upon the great east side, and they require 
plenty of people. 

Sometimes one of the Hebrew operas 
that are placed on the stage of the Thalia 
theater makes calls on the services of near: 
ly 100 men and women. So when the 
lights are out in the Bowery playhouses 
fully half a regiment of Thespians may seek 
the sidewalk. The engagements are for 
one week only, contracts expiring Satur- 
day night, and when the actors set forth 
on that rght they take their luggage with 
them, 

They belong mainly to what are known 
as road companies, few of them living in 
the district where they perform. So the 
majority of them get outof the Bowery by 
the surface cars. These vehicles are com- 
monly crowded around midnight, and the 
spectacle of the mummers holding on te 
the straps with one hand and their grips 
with the other and recounting to each 
other the successes and disappointments of 
the week has proved interesting to the 
multitudes who are abroad down town late 
at night. ew York Mail and Express.

Faust’s Birthplace Sold. 

The house in Roda. Saxe-Altenburg, 
where Dr. Johann Faust, the famous 
magician and soothsayer of legendary 
fume, was born toward the last quarter 
of the fifteenth century was knocked 
down to native junk dealer for $25 
the other day and is now being disman- 
tled.

The Trial of the Notorious Ballard Gang 


Regins To-day-—Judge Ferguson Presides 


at the Assizes—The Irisoners Seem 


Anxious, 


Orangeville, Ont., May 17.—To-mor- 
row morning will see the beginning of 
the end of the greatest arson conspiracy 
ever unearthed in Canada, the trial of 
six members of the now notorious Bal- 
lard gang of alleged burners and con- 
spirators. The tinal act in this long 
carnival of crime will be some few miles 
removed from the scene of the former 
dark chapters, but the interest manifested 
in this town is none the less keen, and 
hundreds of men from Corbetton and 
Melancthon are here eagerly interested 
in every particular of the trial. The 
proceedings to-day have not advanced the 
trial very far, but many minor incidents 
have occurred that in their relation to | 
the trial mean much. 
At one o'clock the Spring Assize Court 
for the County of Dufferin was opened 
with his Honor Mr. Justice Ferguson on 
the bench.

Of course they had foreign 
countries to draw upon for their figured 
silk waistcoats and their embroidered shirt 
fronts, which might be thought a little ex 
treme in these upromantic times of steam 
pnd soot and grease, The frock coat in 
those days was cut with a short skirt and 
was buttoned at the waist. The waistcoats 
were cut low, exposing an expanse of im 
matulate shirt bosom, and the trousers 
were out large at the bottom and gob neat- 
ly over the instep. " 

“J can seo now one of the old time Yan- 
kee sailors, a first or & second matoof a 
China clipper oran Atlantic packet, walk- 
ing up tho ‘shilling’ side of Broadway, 
say between Canal and Bleecker streets, 
on @ pleasant afternoon. You could dis- 
cern no difference between his shore togs 
and the dress of the regular Broadway 
swell, either in cut or quality, and yet 
eyery one knew the mariner, because he 
had the air of the traveler and perhaps 4 
suggestion in his galt of the man of the 
seu, His trousers were ight gray or lay- 
ender, his coat dark blue and his waist- 
coat maroon or wine colored silk, heavily 
embroidered.

BEHAVIOR OF THE POLICEMAN, 
BOY AND THE SPECTATORS, 


One Occasion When Human Nature Over- 
came the Indifference of Crowds In the 


Streets—Effect of a Little Stray Upon 


Women Shoppiog, 


“‘As a genoral thing,’’ sald tho western 
woman, ‘'I would cross the street rather 
than pass one of your New York crowds, 
Imean those crowds that seom to gather 
as if by maglo when there Is an accident, 
or « fight, or a horse down, or 4n arrest, 
or any one of a dozen things which are al 
ways happening here. 

“Somehow it always makes mo miser- 
able, I think about Oshkosh, and of how 
we haye neighbors out there and care what 
happens to cachher. Did you ever look 
at the people in these groups? They are os 
unmoyed as the old granite blocks with 
which you pave your streets. They make 
me shiver, those men and boys, pushing 
and gaping in a curious cirele at some one 
who has just been rngled by a cable car. 
They aye as coldly observant as if they 
wero secondhand dealers sizing up your 
old furniture. If there 1s a good deal of 
blood, their eyes shir If it's just a case 
of heart disease, or a simple illness, they 
go op, as apathetic as over. Generally they 
make a grim joke and then forget the 
whole affair, 

“A fight produces a different sort of 

vowd. But I don’t like it any better, The 
men are moro attentive then, They smile 
too. Laugh if things got hot enough; are 
visibly sorry when the policeman arrives, 
and then—go on, as apathetic as ever. 

“The women, too, haunt me. They 
don't always stop and joln the crowd, but 
pass with a leok of indifferent curiosity, 
too accustomed to such things to be im- 
pressed, Ihate them!’’ said the western 
woman vigorously. 

“But the other day,’’ sho went on, her 
expression softening, ‘I saw ao different 
crowd, and I suppose it was as typically a 
New York one os apy of the others. It 
was oat the cornerof Fifth avenue and 
Fourteenth street. I saw this gathering of 
people as I camedown the ayenue, and my 
first iinpulse was to cross the street and 
nvoid it. But, do you know, there was 
something quecr about it—something that 
impressed me when I was almost a block 
away? 

“It wasn’t a compsct crowd, such as 
you generally sce, It was more indecisive 
urd wayering. People would go a few 
steps, then turn to look back. Sometimes 
they went fully 20 fect and then went back 
aguin. As I got nearer I saw that most of 
them were women, ‘That in itself distin- 
guished it from the ordinary crowd. Peo- 
ple were looking down toward the side- 
walk, and at first I thought that tho at- 
traction \as merely some amusing mo- 
chanical toy. But when F saw the faces, 1 
knew I was wrong. Many of them were 
smiling, but not with amusement. ‘Ten- 
derness, pity, gentleness, reassurance, that 
was what I read in the faces, and it puz- 
zled me tremendously until I saw a police- 
man standing in tho center of the crowd. 

“Then it dawned on me in a flash. 
There was alostchild. That explained ey- 
erything—the consideration of the crowd, 
which forbore to press too closely about 
the frightened little stray; the sympathy 
which dragged them back to it as if by 
a strong undercurrent; the smiles, half 
tender and half reassuring, with which 
some of them had spoken to it encourag- 
ingly. TI watchod the faces in the crowd, 
and for once I found human nature the 
sameas I bave known it where you don’t 
have to screpo off the varnish of Inditfer- 
ence in order to sce what is underneath. 
The eyes of the women softened. Some of 
them pushed their hands up under their 
spotted veils and brushed the tears away. 
Their mouths, those tired, irritated, un- 
loving and unloyable mouths, which I call 
‘the shopping district mouth,’ relaxed and 
curved into softer lines. Their whole face 
seemed to be remolded by the force of some 
inner feeling, and a different soul than 
that of the bargain hunter looked out of 
their eyes, 

“Tdon’t think that half of them saw 
the child who really stood there, his little 
grimy hand in the policeman's protecting 
palm. hat child wore a blue and white 
sailor suit, and his hair was red, But I 
looked into the women’s eyes and I saw 
far different things. I saw a toddling 
2-year-old in a sheer white muslin frock, 
and its hair wasn't red, but golden. And 
I saw a sturdy little chap in trousers— 
such tight trousers and such fat little legs 
—and his hair was soft and brown. I saw 
a curly head lying en a pillow and two 
tiny Jinnds crossed on the little breast, ard 
they were strangely still, But then I 
looked into that worman’s eyes only through 
the tears which blinded her. 

“Well,’! said the western woman, with 
an apparent mental shake, “you see how

He was so 
plucky, so reserved in his trouble, so dig- 
nifled under the most trying scrutiny. Ho 
did not wails most children would have 
done, I don't think he ever shed a tear. 
Ho kept his little Mps pressed grimly to- 
gether and said nover a word except when 
some one spoke to him, Thon he answered 
briefly, and his eyes pathetically searched 
the face before him for a ray of hope. 
When they gave him candy instead of 
hope, he accepted it with a grave ‘Thank 
you!’ but he did not eat it, and he showed 
that he found the denouement di appoint 
ing. 

"The policeman was not tho least inter- 
esting person in the group, I baye always 
found the Now York policemen kind 
enough, but tn a blase and cynical fashion. 
If I were analyzing tholr character, take 
it on the average, I shouldn’t think of {n- 
cluding sympathy among their predomi 
nant qualities. They accept most events 
with the stolidity of long custom They are 
as little affected by any ordinary accident 
asa hard drinker would be by a thimble 
fulof beer, And that is the reason why 
this policeman Interested me almost as 
much as the crowd did. He was gentle, 
serious, symnpathotic, He did not say much 
to the child, and that showed his pene tra- 
tion.

American Steam Engines In Africa. 

1 looked in vain for anything American 
connected with the railway service. Sir 
Jamies Sieyewright was himself of the

THE BUSHMEN, 


An Interesting Race of South Africa 
Which In Now Almost Extinct, 

One of the most interesting raves in the 
world, from an ethnologist’s point of 
view, Ison the point of extinction. For 
many years past the bushmen of South 
Africa have been dwindling in numbers 
till the survivors may almost be counted 
on one’s fingers. ‘Nhe bushman is first 
consin to the diminutive race of pyamies 
found by the great explorer Du Chaillu in 
the coast lands of western Africa, near the 
equator, and closely resembles the dwarfs 
found by Stanley in the great Arnwhimi 
forest. In all probability they are the rem- 
nants of the aboriginal race of Africa 
which has been driven into the corners of 
the African earth by successive inyasions 
of Hottentot, Bantu and negro tribes. 
Their existence in Africa is mentioned as 
far back as 1580 by Andrew Battell, one of 
the earliest of Africa's English explorers. 
He describes thom as ‘‘no bigger than 
boys 12 years old, but very thick, and they 
live only upon flesh, which they kill in the 
woods with thelr bows and their darts.’’

of humanity, not many degrees removed 
from the animal. He js of small stature, 


but not dwarfed, and, with high check | ——— 


bones, his deep set eyos have an exceedingly 
cunning look. Bushmen are troglodytes, 
and, remaining in their caves by day, sally 
forth at night from their mountain fast- 
nesses and harass the nearest farmers by 
laying their stock with arrows composed 
of reeds, tipped with bone or iron, saturat- 
ed in the fatal juice of the euphorbia tree, 
mixed with the poison of snakes and spid- 
ers. So troublesome did they become in 
Natal during the early history of tho col- 
ony that a special fort was built—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—whence ex- 
peditions were organized against these 
diminutive marauders. Still later a war 
of extermination was waged against them 
by a band of farmers, under the Drakens- 
berg, who raided their haunts in the wild 
mountains and succeeded in freeing thom- 
selyes from this troublesome pest. Every 
bushman fought fer himself, and they rec- 
ognized no chief, much less any primitive 
system of government, such as prevails 
among the Bantu race. 

It is a singular thing that, though so 
low in the soclsl scale, the bushman pos- 
sesses the power of illustration totally un- 
known to his more clyilized successors, 
and yery creditable representations of 
elands, dingvoes, snakes and even scenes of 
hunting and battle are to be found in the 
caves of Drakensberg, aboye the sources of 
the Bushman river. Several of the draw- 
ings have been removed to the library at 
Pietermaritzburg, where they form a yalu- 
able collection for the colonial antiquary. 
The bushman’s language is mainly com- 
posed of clicks, of which there are six dis- 
tinct kinds. But it is impossible on hear- 
ing one of this pygmy race talk to do oth- 
erwise tian set him down as an animal.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

Tewfik Pasha, the 
Turkish Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
called upon the Doyan of the diplomatic 
corps, Baron Von Calice, this afternoon 
to convey to the Foreign Ministers the 
Sultan’s decision to arrange an armistice. 
Tt is now believed the terms of peace 
will be negotiated directly between Tur- 
key and Greece, 

The Sultan has ordered two hospitals 
of 600 and 100, beds respectively to be 
erected near Yildiz MKiosk, in order to 
enable him to visit the Turkish soldiers 
who haye been wounded in the campaign 
against the Greeks.

ODYSSEUS. SN = 
fe Was One of the Famous Heroes of 
Modern Greece. 
In the last years of Shelley and his friend 
Byron the beginning of the Grock revyolu- 
tion turned the minds of these two poets, 
and of all western Europe and North 
America, toward the fair land which the 
enius of Byron had anew reyealed to the 
Svilized world, Byron, in the early can- 
tos of “Don Juan?’ (written in 1820, but 
not published till 1821), hud foreshadowed 
the Grecian reyolt, and Shelley, in the 
summer of 1821, when that revolt was in 
full tide of its early success, wrote his 
drama, ‘‘Hellas,’’ turning on those suc- 
cesses, and dedicated to Prince Mayrocor- 
dato, so famous throughout the national 
history of Greece, In this poem he makes 
allusion to one of the most distinguished 
of the Greek chieftains, Odysseus (Ulysses, 
born in Ithaca, like Homer's hero, his 
namesake), with whom Shelley's Corgish 
triend, Urelawny, was soon after to be 
disustrously associated: 
A brighter Mellas rears its mountains 
From wayes serener far; 
A new Pencou lis its fountaina 
Agauinst the morning star; 
A new Ulyrses leaves once more 
Calypso for his native shore, 

He had » stern and frowning look thet 
showed confidence and daring. His eyes 
and hair were chestnut, his noso thin and 
straliht, his forehead prominent, bis head 
largo and his shoulders broad, It might 
he sald with truth that Odyssous was the 
very man celebrated in the popular song 
quoted by Passow: 


A sturdy rock his shoulders broad, his looks | 


are chestnut brown, 
His breast is ke a brazen wall—no force can 
break it down, 

“Moreover, he was yery strong handed, 
flect footed und uble to make long marches, 
Thoy even say hoe outran some of the swift- 
ost horses. Certainly he had few equals 
in strength, courage, sagacity and physical 
heauty.'’—F. B, Sanborn in Seribner's.

Mr. Joseph Quinn, who discovered the 
boily in the cistern, testified that when 
he wort to draw water the cover was on 
and it woujd be impossible for the woman 
after throwing herself in to draw the 
coyer oyer again. The pole which was 
usually used for drawing water was not 
to be found, 

Tle old couple had a quarrel last 
evening, wher Fisher put his wife out of 
the house, This was the last seen of her 
alive. Another curious incident is that 
just one year ago yesterday, when the 
woman disappeared, Mr. Quinn had 
pulled her out of the same cistern, and 
at that time she claimed that Fisher had 
thrown her into the water. After hear- 
ing some evidence the inqueat was ad- 
journed for one week in order that fur- 
ther evidence might be collected and a 
post-mortem examination of the body 
made.

LIVE STOCK MARKETS, 

Toronto, May 25.—There was a heavy 
run of stuff at the Western cattle yards 
this morning, as yesterday's and to-day’s 
receipts took a total of between 180 and 
140 loads, including 1.500 hogs, 250 sheep 
and lambs, 150 calves, and a couple of 
dozen milkers. For cattle generally, both 
export and butchers’ cattle, the market 
was a very bad one, and muchgof the 
receipts remained unsold, At one time 
during the morning there were quite a 
dozen cars which could not be unloaded, 
as all the pens were full, and there was 
no space left for the overplus. 

Except for what little chojce stuff we 
have in, the prices for butcher cattle, 
while nominally unchanged, were weaker, 
and a feeling of general depression and 
discontent had settled on the market. 
Vor good cattle there was a dull sale at 
from 8 to Bc, with occasionally u sale 
of a few extra choice cattle at 8440 per 
pound; lots of two and three were re- 
ported as occasionally sold at a shade 
more, but these extreme figures did not 
mike « market, and only mislead farm- 
ers, who are very much apt to think 
their own particular stuff is always 
among the best stuff, and if they see 4 
high figure quoted in # newspaper im- 
mediately rush their stock to market, 
expecting to realize the bighest price, 
Much complaint is made at these yards 
that prices paid have to be paid in the 
country for cattle which cannot be 
realized with any margin of profit, oither 
here or in the Old Country markets. 

Calves were weak on aceount of over 
supply and poor quality; good calyes 
sold at from $3 to $4.50 each; common 
atuff is not wanted,

THE GOVERN) ANNOUNCES A PLAN 

ro Pay From IMPERIAL FUNDS THE 

Rates Now Cottecrep As TAXES 


London, May 21.—My. Balfour made 
an important statement in the House 
of Commons to-day regarding the Govy- 
ernment’s poli¢y, which will be carried 
out next session, the object of which is 
to give Ireland an equivalent for the 
relief in the agricultural rates given to 
England. The Government, he said, 
proposes to place both the poor law 
and the county administration on a 
broad, popular basis. ‘The landlords 
must be Pliaved of all rural rates. At 
resent the land owners are liable to 
1alf the poor rates which the Govern- 
ment proposes to pay hereafter out of 
the poor rates and the county cess. 
The Government proposes hereafter to 
pay the county cess out of the Imper- 
ialfunds. This double benefit to two 
classes, Mr. Balfour explained, will 
canble the Government to launch a 
scheme for local government, which, 
he believed, would work safely and 
smoothly. He could not then give the 
details of thisscheme. Henry Edward 
Carson, Conservative member for Dub- 
lin University; John Dillon, Campbell- 
Bannerman, Liberal, and John Red- 
mond, the Parnellite leader, approved 
of the proposals of the Government,

That Which Is Recognized and Practiced 
by All In India and Japan, 

India, which has no poor Taw sys- 
tem, is the homo of the ideal—religious, 
metaphysical and domestic—to an ex- 
tent which makes those ridiculous who 


inhabitants as “heather You never 
see any but the most wretched women 
begging for alms there, Why? The 
explanation proves how elevated, even 
if mistaken, the average moral sense 
is of the people. Every woman not de- 
formed, or an outcast, or insane—at 
least in the higher castes—has been be- 
trothed at an early age to a boy, whose 
household thenceforward adopts her 
entirely. If the little husband dies be- 
fore or during marriage the disaster is 
regarded universally as the penalty for 
sins committed by the female in a pre- 
vious life. The widow must submit, 
and will submit, not marrying again, 
but hoping, by patience, to rejoin her 
lord after death, and his family will 
until her demise loyally support her for 
his sake. Practically these views ob- 
tain all over the land, and as every fe- 
male child becomes betrothed all wo- 
men are definitely provided for. 

If the rash ardor of certain crude re- 
formers could have its will and alter 
this so as to promote the remarriage 
of Hindoo widows all those who be- 
came wives for a second time would 
find nelther of the two allled families 
willing to sustain a wife belonging in 
the next world to two husbands, or to 
none at all. Besides this, the sentiment 
of the bhao-bund, or blood relation- 
ship, is all powerful in the land, and 
never repudiated. As also in Japan, 
Where there are no poor laws and no 
paupers, the ties of kinship are every- 
where acknowledged, discharged and 
repaid, and the household cakes will be 


sdistributed to all who put forth the 


claim of poverty, hunger and relation- 
ship. Add to all this that charity ts 
not so much a virtue in India as a 
habit, a religious necessity, an Indis- 
pensable passport to further prosperous 
existences, and It will be seen why In- 
dia in a most tender and effective man- 
ner fulfills the law which Christians 
only, or principally, talk about.—Sir 
Edward Arnold in North American Re- 
view. 


Bismarck’s Boswell. 

Bismarck's Boswell, “Herr Moritz 
Busch, studied theology, but in 1848 
went into politics as a violent demo- 
crat, came to the United States about 
the same time as Carl Schurz and for a 
short time filled the pulpit of a German 
church, He returned to Europe in 1853, 
to travel in Palestine on behalf of the 
Austrian Lloyds, edited the Greuzbote 
till 1866, and after acting in various ca- 
pacities in Schleswig-Holstein and Han- 
over was employed by Bismarck as 
press reporter. Among his duties as 
Such were the writing and forwarding 
of articles which the chancellor wished 
in the interest of his policy to see pub- 
lished in the leading papers. He re- 
mained in Bismarck’s service without 
any distinct functions till 1873. 

After the war a number of sketches 
from his journal were published in the 
Gertenlaube, but they were suddenly 
broken off by the editor of that perlod- 
feal, whereypon Count Bismarck wrote 
to the editor expressing his father's sat- 
Isfaction, Busch Is the most coplous 
and minute of the prince's biographers, 
with a genuine Boswelllan veneration 
for his subject, which is by no means 
vie least qualification for such a func- 

ion. 


Two Trolleys. 

There are two kinds of trolleys—those 
that are bullt to carry passengers and 
those that are built to sell bonds of 
and to sell machinery to. They may 
look alike at first, but in time the dif- 
ference becomes very apparent, and 
there are obvious dangers in multiply- 
ing the latter variety. It takes some- 
body's money to set any trolley line 
going. The people are full of the idea 
that real estate doubles the minute a 
trolley line touches it, and there is in 
the air more or less of the spirit that 
led, thirty years or so ago, to rulnous 
Investments in steam roads all over 
the state. The farmer who takes his 
savings bank deposit to help build a 
trolley that is to pass his door may 
mortgage his home next to keep the 
road running, and eventually may see 
the service stopped and the house sold 
People don’t run trolleys at a loss for- 
ever, Somebody must foot the bills. 

It is asserted in some well informed 
quarters that one must search long to 
find a single cross country trolley that 
pays. Be that as jt may, it is obvious 
that a good many are projected that 
cannot pay, and It is equally true that 
eventually the Ine that doesn't pay 
will come to grief.—Hartford Courant. 


Timepieces, 

The earliest contrivance for keeping 
time was the hourglass, which, of 
uncertain antiquity, was still employed 
at the beginning of the present centu- 
ry, and, Indeed, 1s now {tn use on some 
reading desks in the English churches, 
On the pulpit of the queen's chapel at 
Windsor there is a twenty minute 
glass, which time the orator for the 
Sunday Is advined not to exceed. The 
clepsydra, or water clock of the Ro 
mans, was Invented by Scipio Nasica 
168 B. C., and toothed wheels were in

MAN AND THE APE, 
Dr. Spencer Trotter Ulustrates Points of 
Kesemblance and Dissimilarity, 

Dr. Spencer ‘Lrotter of Swarthmore col 
delivered an Mustrated lecture at the 
udomy of Natural Sciences on “ Animal 
Characteristics of Man." 

“In his brain structure,’ sald Dr, Trot- 
ter, ‘man 4s evidently closcly allied with 
the ape, and tho'diiferenes between yan 
and any of tho bighor apes in this respect | 
is not #o great as that which oxista be 
tween the apes and monkeys, taken ag a 
Whole, and the other mar malian orders, 
And as Huxley says, ‘The difference in 
welght of brain between the highest and 
lowest man is far greater, both relatively 
and absolutely, than between the lowest 
man and bighest ape,’ *’ 

Speaking of heredity, Dr. Trotter said 
\t was o well known fact that the young 
of all animals tend to revert to the ances 
tral type. ‘Lhus,” sald he, ‘in a group of 
elosely allied species of birds—whero some 
of the species are solidly colored and some 
have mottled plumage and Spotted breasts 
—the young of the solidly colored specics 
bro often conspicuously mottled and Spot- 
ted. ‘This is notably the caso with the 
thrushes, especially in the case of our rob 
in. So among mammals the young of 
many species exhibit markings quite dif- 
ferent from their parents, Lion cubs, for 
example, show spots which ally them to 
tho leopards and their kind. 

“Tho human infant presents many sim- 
jan features, which, though shocking to 
the fond parent, point neyerthcless toward 
common anthropoid ancestry. Among 
the most remurkable of these evanescent 
characteristics are the plantar furrows or 
creases on the sole of the foot in newborn 
babies, which, as Dr. Loulg Robinson has 
pointed out, present a striking similarity 
to the creases on the foot of the ape. Dr. 
Robinson has also shown that not only the 
plantar furrow, but also the great mobility 
of the toes, in young babies must have had 
their origin in an arboreal ancestor possess- 
ing 4 prehensible foot. ‘Uhe disproportion- 
ate strength of grip in the hand of a young 
baby and the tendency which it shows to 
cling to things further support the theory 
of an arboreal lifeon the part of man's 
archaic ancestor. 

“The young ape is quite human in the 
relative features of the head and face, 
while the adult degenerates toward a more 
bestial cbaracter, At the same time the 
adult man approaches more toward a low- 
er type in certain features, notably in the 
greater deyclopment of the brows and fa- 
cial clements, and his senile characters are 
decidedly simian,”’ 

In conclusion, Dr. Trotter sald that, 
while his ancestors may haye had adyan- 
tages in protection froa the weather by a 
hairy covering and a more keen gense of 
hearing apd smell, man had unquestioned 
advantages in the development of his men- 
tal faculties and the skill of his hand.— 
Philadelphia Press. 


A Novel Barometer. 

It has taken a clever Frenchman to dis- 
coyer a kind of barometer which may be 
safely called unique. An English journal 
says that it is nothing more nor less than 
the figure of a general made of ginger- 
bread, He buys one every year and takes 
it home and hangs it bya string on a nail.

May 24.—Tho schemo of the 
t for the relief of Ireland, as 
the House of Commons yes- 
terday by the First Lord of the Treasury 
Mr. A. J. Balfour, was sprung as a sure 
priso upon most of the members and {s 
the leading topic for discussion in the 
political world to-day. Both parties 
attributed it to the influence of Joseph 
Obamberlain, the Secretary of State for 
the Cole and it is admitted by all 
that it will do much to popularize the 
Government in Ireland, and also among 
its progressist supporters in England. 

On the other hand, many Liberals be- 
lieve it will help them rather than the 
Unionists, for, if it isa success, it will 
disarm the opposition to Home Rule. 

Under the scheme the landlords will 
recelye about £250,000 yearly, and the 
tenants will be relieved of about £400,000 
of yearly taxation. It is understood that 
the project was approved at Thursday's 
Cabinet council, and. that before it is 
submitted to Parliament its salient fea- 
tures will be communicated in confidence 
to the leading Irish landlords. 

Timothy M. Healy and a couple of 
other Irish Members of Parliament in 
one of the Liberal newspapers describe 
the svheme as a minor revolution, largely 
democratic and beneficent in giving local 
government to Lreland.

The British Fruit Ship Ethelred Twice 
Pursued by Spanish Cruisers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 24.—After be- 
ing twice chased by Spanish gunboats 
and passing unscathed through «a storm 
of shot, which splashed the water across 
the vessel's bows, the British fruit 
steamer Ethelred arrived here last night 
after a five days’ run -from Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica. When the Ethelred left 
here on May 18th it was the intention of 
Capt. John D, Hart to accompany her, 
but he was arrested as he was about to 
go aboard. His inyalid daughter was a 
passenger. It is supposed that agents of 
the Spanish Government notifled the 
Spanish authorities at Havana that Hart 
would be on the vessel. The first en- 
counter with the Spanish cruisers took 
place off Cape May on the trip down. 
Just after dusk on May 16th a gunboat 
without lights shot ont from the Maysi 
Cape, and crowding on all steam went 
directly for the fruit vessel. After steam- 
Ing for an hour without gaining an Inch 
the gunboat turned a searchlight on the 
other vessel. All steam was crowded on 
the Ethelred, when a cloud of smoke 
belched from the crniser’s side, and a 
second later a solid shot hit the water a 
half mile ahead of her bows. Then came 
a second and third shot, each nearer than 
the others, Captain Israel kept on his 
course, and after another hour's hot 
chase the Spaniard dropped from the 
race. The second chase happened last 
Thursday afternoon, in almost the exact 
spot where the first attempt was made 
to hold the vessel-up. Just as the Ethel- 
red rounded Cape Maysi an immense 
Spanish gunbont of the newest type 
started out from under the Cape and 
gave chase to the Kthelred, For five 
hours the chase was kept up, enlivesed 
now and then by a solid shot throwing 
up a small sheet of spray just «head of 
the swift yessel’s bows. Finally another 
ship was sighted, and the gunboat 
sheered off and gave chase to the newly- 
discovered steamer.
